The News is requested to call special at 
tention to the fact that although the Governor 
has signed the new motor vehicle bill, which 
inereases the speed limit on straight and open 
roads to 40 miles per hour, this does not go 
into effect until July 28.

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ASTER is one of the best

Youth is smart in practical- 
ly anything, but youth its going to 
have to accept a certain graceful 
majesty of line that it will learn to 
Nike, if it does not succumb at the 
very first glance. In one thing 
there {ig no change—the close-fit- 
ting hat retains its popularity; 
bobbed hair still rules the millinery 
mode. 


It's The Season Of Try-Outs 


For a matter of weeks, now, de- 
signers have been watching the 
trend of the fashion world’s buy- 
ing. General preferances have been 
noted——brims, crowns, trimmings, 
fabrics. And as has proven the 
case in the general mode, a larger 
proportion of the new ideas has 
been accepted, variety seems im- 
perative. If you feel sure that this 
variety means a becoming shape— 
take heed to your choice, for there 
ie an equal chance that the shape 
you prefer will prove unbecoming. 

Shapes vary, happily. There ts 
a wide range between the sleek 
little skull -cap, close-fitting, and 
with trimming that is negligible, or 
absent altogether, and the wide- 
brimmed hat that appears in every 
millinery display as an earnest of 
summer to come. There are hats 
with high crowns and hats with the 
type of crown that is more than 
faintly reminiscent of the-cloche.

The Significance Of Brims 

Few women realize how much 
the brim has to do with becoming- 
ness. True, the height and width 
and shape of the crown, as well as 
the placement of the trimming, ef- 
fects ita suitability to face and 
weneral silhouette, but just the 
right brim is imperative. For the 
width of the brim, its droop or its 
flare, its presence or its absence, 
may make or mar its appropriate- 
mess to the type of face it frames. 





in general, brims are a trifle wider. 
The bobbed head makes it im- 
perative that brims be either very 
narrow, or listed as missing, in 
back. Beyond that there seerns to 
be no general rule. Materials are 
extremely pliable, and can be ma- 
nipulated into practically any iine 
that will prove becoming. Some 
brims are folded, some turn abrupt- 
ly back in front, refusing to do so 
on the sides, and others lead # 
double life.

It's a curious fact that no mat- 
ter what the season, the hat of felt 
is fashionable. Right now, straw, 
the accepted spring and summer 
material, is sharing honors with 
the supple felts that are doing 
everything straws are doing, quite 
as well, if not better. And felts 
have ideas of their own that they 
refuse to share with anything. The 
reason for this lies, partly, in the 
texture of the materia!, which 
drapes and bends and folds easily, 
and one may rely on felt, it Is 
never out of season, 
There’s A Choice Of Fabrics 
Fashion seems to like grosgrain. 
both as a material and as a trim- 
ming. It impresses one as belong- 
ing to the group of tailored things, 
but wherever it is placed, it is sat- 
isfactory. Satin is prominent in 
the mode, and there is a decided 
preference shown for the light- 
weight straws, ballibuntl typical of 


this trend. Designers show their 
liking for this particular straw 
more often than any other, al- 


though Milan and leghorn and the 
linen-like straws—sisal, for ex- 
ample, are important. 

When it comes to color, every 
smart woman has at .east one all- 
black hat. There is no denying 
the ultra-chic of the sable-hued 
hat, and one can wear it with so 
many things. Probably the next 
color in importance is blue, and 
there are many new shades of it to 
supplement the many old, all of 
which are good. Forget-me-not 
and turquoise blues are back again 
after a long-continued absence. 
Beige, gray, ecru, some extremely 
flattering pastel shades, and com- 
pose color effects complete the IIst. 

It will be noted that crowns tIn- 
cline to height, and many times it 
{s the trimming that gives this ef- 
fect. When folds and creases are 
not made to give this height, a 
bow, a wee bouquet of flowers— 
notice, it is a bouquet, or a feather 
fancy may serve.
